St. Louis, Mo., April 19.—The 
official programme for the opening 
ceremonies of the World’s Fair on 
April 30 have.been announced at a 
meeting of the committee on cere¬ 
monies. It is as follows: 

At 9 a. m., the board of directors 
of the World’s Fair,the members of

office of President Francis at the 
administration building where 
President Francis wi 'eceivethe 
special gavel. 

At 9.30 a. m., the en 1 :: e party 
will be escorted to the Jyi i3iana 
Purchase monument where they 
will be joined by the foreign com¬ 
missioners, who will assemble 
earlier at the British pavilion, and 
the governors of the States and 
State commissions and committees, 
who will first assemble at the 
United States building. Secretary 
William Taft, as there preservative 
of President Roosevelt, will be es¬ 
corted to the World’s Fair grounds 
by a military guard. The com¬ 
mittees from the United States 
Senate aDd the House of Represen¬ 
tatives will have escorts provided, 
who will meet them at their res¬ 
pective hotels. 

At 10.30 a. m., President Francis 
will call the assemblage to order 
and the invocation will be made 
by Rev. Frank W. Gnsaulus of 
Chicago. An address by President 
Francis will follow. 

William H. Thompson, chair¬ 
man of the committee on grounds 
and buildings, will present Isaac 
S. Taylor, director of works- The 
latter will deliver the keys of the 
several exhibit palaces to President 
Fratcis. 

The transfer of the exhibit pal¬ 
aces to F. J. V. Skiff, director of 
exhibits, will then be made. Mr. 
Skiff will deliver an address. 

There will be an address by 
Thomas Carter, president of the 
national commission, and address¬ 
es by a senator and a representa¬ 
tive in behalf of the congressional 
committees. The speakers will be 
selected by the committees which 
they will represent. 

Address on behalf of domestic 
exhibitors, E, H. Harriman, presi¬ 
dent of New York State-commis¬ 
sion.

George Rust Bedinger, who, after 
two years of service as instructor in 
the Imperial University at Tokio, has 
returned from Japan, full of enthus¬ 
iasm for the Japanese, explained 
away the other day to a group of 
interested listeners in New York a 
popular Western misconception as to 
the geisha girls. 

These girls are educated and train¬ 
ed public entertainers. .Orphans and 
daughters of poor parents are turned 
over to the geisha instructors and 
kept eight or ten years in training, 

They learn all the arts that make 
them charming socially—how to enter 
a room gracefully, how to arrange 
flowers in decorative fashion, how to 
how, to dance, how to dress wjth 
taste, above all how to talk cleverly 
and agreeably. They are, in fact, the 
most delightful talkers one can 
imagine. 

When a geisha girl’s education is 
complete she is ready to earn her liv¬ 
ing as a public entertainer. Many of 
them, indeed, entertain in a subordi¬ 
nate fashion as aids to the fully edu¬ 
cated geisha before they have learned 
all the arts of the profession, so that 
many of the geisha girls appear as 
mere children.

It is necessary that Japan shall 
have.a vast number of geisha girls, 
because according to the etiquette of 
Japan, the wives and daughters of 
Japanese households do not attend 
social entertainments given by the 
husbands and fathers. The geisha 
girls, therefore, are the sole feminine 
element at such entertainments. 

When a Japanese gives a dinner 
his friends, native or foreign, at pub¬ 
lic restaurant, a number of regularly 
hired geisha girls appear clad in love¬ 
ly garments, smiling, merry and ready 
with quick repartee whenever host 
or guest addresses them, Misappre*. 
hension as to the character of these 
girls leads to many offensive remarks 
by Western, persons of Japanese gen¬ 
tlemen. As a matter of fact no Jap¬ 
anese gentleman would think of treat¬ 
ing with anything but the utmost po 
liteness a geisha girl with whom he 
came in contact while enjoying the 
hospitality of a friend. 

Mr. Bedinger was not sure what 
became of the' geisha girls. In the 
Japanese tongue, he declared, there 
is no word or phrase to' convey our 
idea of the old maid, because it is 
taken for granted that a woman of 
mature years is married. Some of the 
geisha girls marry, some become 
geisha trainers, a profession of much 
importance, and some no doubt end 
their Jives less creditably. 

There is no disgrace attaching to 
the life of the geisha, girl, and the best 
of them, live comfortably, and enjoy 
a high consideration at the hands of 
their employers. It is undeniable, 
however, that the geisha trainers do, 
In effect, buy little girls of poor or 
vicious parents in orcer to recruit the 
ranks of the geisha students, 

It is difficult to make the Western 
mind understand why mothers, wives 
and daughters do not appear at the 
entertainments provided by the male 
members of the. household, hut such 
entertainments with geisha girls in 
attendance have in them nothing nec¬ 
essarily indiscreet. 

The absence of wives and daugh¬ 
ters implies nothing humiliating to 
them, and is not to be taken as an 
evidence that women are misprised in 
Japan. Notwithstanding the fre¬ 
quency of divorce in Japan, and many 
evidences of what we should call the 
subjection of women, the Japanese 
wife has a powerful voice in family 
councils.

A JUNGLE FIGHT.

In the night I was startled from 
sleep by a crashing in the nearby 
jungle which sounded as if the trees 
in Sumatra were being torn up and 
simultaneously smashed to earth.
